STRAWBERRIES 

The  list  of  varieties  is  short  but  contains  the  ones  that  produce  the  ber- 
ries. Varieties  marked  (P)  are  pistillate  or  female  plants.  They  require  stami- 
nates  to  be  planted  near  to  pollenize  the  bloom.  At  least  one-third  of  each  bed 
should  be  planted  with  staminates.  All  plants  offered  are  from  new  beds  that 
never  have  fruited.
